THE INVESTIGATION TO BE THOROUGH 


President Says He Wants Men in 
Whom the Whole Country Will 
Have Confidence, and Lhere 
Will Be No Ques«ion as 
to Their Authority.

Washington, September 14.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)--The president and his 
cabinet are still working on the letter of 
instructions which is to be given to each 
member on the American side of the peace 
commission when they sail for Paris, but 
it is by no means complete yet. In fact 
there is grave doubt as to whether it will 
be complete when the commissioners re- 
ceive it, for McKinley and his advisers do 
not know just how to prepare our ambas- 
sadors for the ordeal which awaits them. 
Spain is so much stronger in diplomacy 


f .,than she is in war that there is a good 


deal of anxiety here as to the outcome of 
the Paris meeting, and in the absence of 
any word from Madrid the American gov- 
ernment is very much in the dark as to 
what sort of an opening Spain is going to 
make. 

The fetter of instruction, therefore, is 
likely to be more of a warning to the com- 
missioners than an outline of any fixed 
American policy. Our representatives will 


be told to look out for mantraps and to 
sleep with both eyes open as long as the 


negotiations continue. The president fully 
appreciates the fact that Spain may want 
to fight the whole war over again in Paris, 
but he is not going to permit it. He does 
not lack faith or confidence in his Ameri- 
can ambassadors, but he knows Spain too 
well to permit anything antecedent to the 
signing of the protocol tn become an issue 
in the diplomatic game. Our commission- 
ers will hold that the play is all over and 
that Spain has only to cash in such few 
chips as she has left and quit. They will 
say that Spain d@id not score once during 
the hostilities and that, therefore, she has 
‘nothing coming--that al? the pot to be di- 
vided at Paris is to go to the Americans or 
to the insurgents. 
Protocol a Hasty Affair. 

Of course the protocol is to be the basis 
on which the commission will commence 
work, but there is a very pronounced dif- 
ference of opinion as to what the protocol 
means. It was a hastily-drawn document 
which did not set forth t detail tte condi- 
tions existing when peace was declared, 
and practically everything in the way of a 
‘Teal settlement of the war was delegated 
te the peace commission. While in a rough 
Way Spain agreed to give up sovereignty 
@ver Cuba and Porto Rico and to permit 
the United States to locate a coaling sta- 
tion in the Philippines, she did not give up 


; her property rights in the West Indies, and 


it ig believed that on this fact she 1s going 
to hinge a whole lot of vexatious proposi- 
tions. She is heading off an internal revo- 
lution today by assuring her people that 
eheé is going to do things to the United 
Btates when.the peace commission meets in 
Paris.

SPAIN HAS ACTED FAVORABLY. 


The President Engajy2i Upon In- 


structions to the Comm1ssion. 

Washingtoa, September 14.—In official 
quarters much satisfaction was expressed 
today over the reports from Madrid that 
the Jower house of parliament had- passed 
the government bill accepting the terms 
of the protocol. Tihe upper house has al- 
ready passed this measure, so that the 
last fear of legislative opposition to the 
transfer of Cuba, the Ladrones and Porto 
Rico is over. The authorities here feel 
that this carries them by a danger puiut, 
as it has been the fear for some time that 
the authorities in the Spanish cortes would 
lead to the de*eat cf the Sagasta ministry 
on the question of evacuating the Spanish 
iglands, either in one branch or the other. 

There is little dowbt that a general line 
of policy was agreed upon by the presi- 
dent and his cabinet at their meeting late 
yesterday afternoon, but there is good rea- 
son for believing that the.assertion to the 
effect that the decision was definitely in 
favor of not permitting Spain, under any 
conditions, to retain sovereignty in any 
part of the Philippine islands is based on 
a misconception. As the membefs of the 
cabinet and members of the peace com- 
mission refuse. absolutely to discuss the 
gubject with newspaper men, therefore, 
whatever is said is based more or less un 
interference or roundabout information. it 
is not doubted that the commission will 
start the negotiations at Paris with the 
assertion that we have conquered Spain 
in the Philippines, and that Spanish sov- 
ereignty has already been forfeited there. 
This will not, however, necessarily signify 
that it is the purpose of the administration 
to retain possession of the entire group of 
islands, or to permanently deprive Spain 
of all her possessions in the facific. 

It is not believed that the admunistra- 
tion has gone beyond the determination to 
retuin tce w)cle of the island of Luzon, 
but it is understood to be the intention of 
the president to establish at the outset the 
right of this government to determine the 
fate of the islands and to make the condi- 
tions under which government shal] be es- 
tablished there. The matter of relinquish- 
ing possession of the rest of the isiands is 
involved with so many conditions to be 
considered that it is realized that it may 
by force of circumstances hecome neces- 
sary to deprive Spain permanently of all 
her possessions in that quarter. It is un- 
derstood to be not a matter of policy to 
acquire all this territofy, but it may be- 
come a necessity. 

The commercial and trade side of the 
question, as involving the development and 
expansion of our commerce in the Pacific, 
is occupying chief attention in connection 
with determining our policy. 


UTAH DEMOCRATS STAND PAT 


Upon the Currency Platform of the 
Chicago* Convention. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, September 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Senator Rawlins was made perma- 
nent chairman of the state democratic con- 
yention which met voday. The resolutions 
committee made its report, which was 
adopted. The resoluti2us reailirm the Chi- 
cago platform, decla.ing that the use of 
both gold and silver as money is essential 
to the welfare and happiness of mankind. 
Regarding the war, the platform says: 

“The war with Spain was necessary and 
inevitable if the nation was to have any 
regard for the protection of its citizens 
and redress of wrongs and outrages on 
the part of Spain which had become in- 
tolerable. Yet, after this condition became 
known for months a republican adminis- 
tration hesitated and in weakness sought 
to avoid the responsibility growing out of 
the most important.-crisis. After resorting 
to various devices and deceptive repre- 
sentations, it was at length compelled 
through the patriotic efforts of democratic 
members of congress and an array of 
public sentiment to favor a declaration of 
war. 

“The congress of the United States and 
the entire people of the country did not 
wish to spare either money or effort nec- 
essary to provide our soldiers and sailors 
with everything needed for their health, 
comfort and welfare. Notwithstanding 
this, it is to the chagrin of the nation 
that through poiitical corruption or incom- 
petency of the republican administration 
our soldiers and sailors have not been suf- 
ficiently provided for. Seemingly no re- 
gard has been pard to the condition of 
their health. Through the orders of the 
war department they have been Kept at 
places which became veritable pestholes 
until they were so stricken with hunger 
and disease that if they were called upon 
to render the sérvice ‘or which they were 
enlisted they would be physically unable to 


respond. \ 

“The people of the United States hoid 
to a rigid account these persons who may 
be found responsible for this condition, 
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General Emilio Aguinaldo, the insurgent Philippine chief, is making good use of his opportunity at present, and his 
forces are already in possession of the entire island of Luzon outside of the territory immediately surrounding Manila 
and Cavite, which is in possession of General Elwell 8. Otis, who succeeded General Merritt in command at Manila. 

When it is remembered that Luzon is as large as Connecticut, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Dela- 


ware, New Jersey, Maryland and Vermont, the wide extent of Aguinaldo’s operations will be understood. 


If President 


McKinley decides to hold the entire island of Luzon, it will be no small task to drive.out the insurgent army, which 
Aguinaldo alleges is composed of 67,000 insurgents, armed with rifles. The half circle around Cavite and Manila shows 


the territory held by Uncle Sam’s soldiers.

STANDS FOR CUBAN PEOPLE 


Recognizes the Friendly Actlen of the 
United States, 


BROUGHT PEACE ABOUT SOONER 


But “An Assembly Elected by the Peo- 
ple Under Arms Should Not Per- 
ish’’—Therefore the Corpo- 
rate Existence Should 
Continue. 


Santiago de Cuba, september 14.—The 
council of the so-called provisional govern- 
ment of the republic of Cuba, represented 
by Senor Bartolome Masso, president; Se- 
nor Mendex Capote, vice president, and 
Senors Font Sterling, Aleman and Mo- 
reno de la Torre, secretaries, met at Santa 
Cruz on September ist and formulated a 
manifesto to the Cuban people, with an 
order to the military, commanders of the 
Cuban army, both of which have been pro- 


mulgated. 
The manifesto, which ts an elaborate doc- 


ument, touches on the history of the move- 
ment for Cuban independence and the prin- 
ciples upon which the Cuban people have 
fought for their liberty. It provides, in 


part, as follows: 

‘The peace preliminaries have been sign- 
ed and the government of the United States 
has imposed upon Spain an obligation to 
renounce all her rights of sovereignty over 
the island of Cuta and to evacuate the 
territory immediately. The cessation of 
hostiiities has alsu been agreed upon. 


Principal Object Attained. 


‘Though the principal object of our rev- 
Olution has been obtained—that is, the de- 
struction of Spanish domination—the work 
of this counci] is not yet at an end, for 
the Cuban republic—the ideal for which we 
have fought—has not yet been constituted. 
Now that hostilities have ceased and Spain 
has renounced her sovereignty, it is the 
duty of this council to set before the Cu- 
ban people the feelings and purposes of 
the men who made the revolution. 

“We alwaye felt confident that through 
our .own perseverance we would in the 
long run destroy Spanish domination, but 
we must acknowledge that an indefinite 
prolongation of the struggle would have 
annihilated the little that was left of our 
wealth and population. The entrance upon 
the field of a powerful and decisive fac- 
tor, upon which we have always relied and 
toward which the hearts of all (‘ubans 
have always turned, has put an end to 
the horrors of war to the benefit of all 


concerned. 


“This prompt solution, we must acknowl- 
edge, we could never have obtained. It is 


to acknowledge the evident truth. 
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Toes 


the world, some nations ignoring us 
through selfishness, others ignorant of our 
real condition, considering us an obsti- 
nate and ungovernable ‘people, because we 
did not accept the cajoleries and flatteries 
with which Spain -tried to soothe cur just 
anger, 

“This was our situation when the reople 
of the United States, their government 
and congress, came to our eand took 
upon their shoulders the task of delivering 
us at once from an unbearable yok@ as 
our sufferings could nope endured cr per~ 
mitted amy longer...shey have accom- 
plished their progranime ‘brilllantly. What 
is more, they have Yiberated, In one way 
or another, from the rule of Spain all 
peoples oppressed by her. .The liberation 
is definite and irrevocable. Spain has Leen 
expelled from this hemisphere. 

They Are Grateful. 

“We are grateful. In nations as well as 
in individuals, gratitude is ennodbling. As 
we begin now our national life wé, more 
than any other people, must be Jealous of 
Our national honor. {It is therefore the 
duty of this council to explain to the reo- 
ple of Cuba what, in its opinion, are our 
duties toward the United States and to- 
ward ourselves and what are the rules that 
ought to direct our conduct. 

“When, after a long strugzle, the United 
States congress recognized th: right of the 
people of Cuba to be [fresa and independert 
and ordered the Spanish forces to with- 
draw from the island, no Crban govern- 
ment wss recognized, out the one we had 
constituted, though not recognized, was 
not opposed and has not been opposcl. No 
steps have been taken to fislodye it fr.ur 
the place where it exercised its tuncticns, 
nor has it been considered an illiexitimate 
authority which events have dissolved or 
destroyed for the good of the people of 
Cuba. It could not be otherwise. 

Could Not Interfere. 

“The United States could not interfere in 
our struggle for the sake of what our en- 
emies might consider a political faction. 
The American goVernment could imtervene 
for the benefit of the whole people of 


| Cuba, a part of whom, being under Spanish 


rule, was not free to express a purpose or 
a preference. This intention of the United 
States was, that as soon as the obstacle 
of Spamish rule had been removed, the 
whole Cuban people should chose a gov- 
ernment that would shape the destinies of 
the island. 

‘The people of the United States have all 
along appreciated the fact that the major- 
ity of the people of Cuba is in agreement 
with our principles; fur the motto «f the 
United States government has been been 
the same as our own—absolute independ- 
ence for Cuba. Under these conditions, the 
Americans could not take a hostile atti- 
tude toward us or consider our authority 
illegitimate and harmful to the welfare of 
the Cuban people. 

“These considerations have convinced us 
that we should not dissolve and that the 
powers we have received from an assem- 
bly elected by the people under .arms 
should not vanish, On the contrary, we feel 
that we should remain as a nucleus and 
guide for those Who have vWested sncb 
power in us. 

“We have therefore decided to call to- 
gether another assembly which will deter- 
mine our future course.”’ 

In conclusion, the manifesto gives a num- 
ber of reasons why the proposed assembly 
should be convened and some government 
or another chosen “‘not with the character 
of a government as yet, but as an official 
representation of those Cubans who fought

LAST JOURNEY OF THE EMPRESS. 


Imposing Ceremony at Geneva on the 
Departure of the Cortege. 


Geneva, September 14.~The casket con- 
taining the remains of the late empress 
of Austria, borne on a four-horse car and 
followed, by two other cars, almost bvried 
in floral offerings, “was conveyed to the 
railroad station here at 8:30 this :norning. 
An enormous concourse of people witness- 
ed the ceremony. The cortege was led by 
the representatives of the imperial ccurt, 
followed by the federalc ouncil, headed by 
the president and the Genevese council. 
The funcra] train left here at 2 och ck. 

The funeral] car was, ornamented with 
silver wreaths, was surmounted by a sil- 
ver cross and had white plurnesr at each 
corner. The casket was of polished oak 
with silver mountings. It was almost hid- 
den beneath floral tributes. 

On the arrival of the hearse at the rail- 
road station, which was hung with black 
drapery, the coffin was removed, the re- 
mains of the empress were ceremoniously 
blessed and the casket was placed in the 
railroad car, which was then sealed. Af- 
ter this the AuStrian officials enberked 
on the train, and wt departed from this 
citys 

Vienna, September 14.—In accordance 
with the emperor’s wishes, the remains 
of his wife, the late "mpress Elizbeth, 
will be interred beside those of the crown 
prince, Rudolph. The interment of Sat- 
urday, therefore, will be only ter rorary. 

Bells Tolled Along the Way. 

Berne, September 14.—The funeral train 
bearing the remains of the Empress Eliza- 
beth made short stoppages at the principal 
towns in Swiss territory. Everywhere 
along the route church bells tolled and 
in some places wreaths were presented.

WP THE WILL TO SAY JUAN 


Gallantry of the American Soldiers 
Under Fire—Movement of the 
Men Simultaneous with 
the Word of C»om- 
mand. 


Washington, September 14—General Shaf- 
ter’s report of the campaign which termi- 
nated in the fall of Santiago has been made 
publhie, 

He briefly recounts the reorganization of 
the expedition and its embarkation, and 
then devotes the main body of the report 
to the active operations about Santiago. 
General Shafter says the expedition was 
taken in compliance with telegraphic in- 
structions of May Wth from headquarters 
of the army in which it was stated: 

“Acmiral Schley reports that two 
cruisers and two torpedo boats have 
been seen in the harbor of Santiago. 
Go with your force to capture garri- 
son at Santiago and assist in captur- 


ing harbor and fleet.” | 
The report gives in detail the troops as- 


sembled at Tampa. The davalry was dis- 
mourted because of lack of transportation 
for the animals and because it wag. be- 
lieved mounted cavalry could not opstate 


efficientiy near Santiago. This, General 


Shaftér says, was found subséquently’ to 
be correct. After reciting the delay at 
Tampa, due to inadequate facilities, Gen- 
eral Shafter says that on June 7th he re- 
ceived orders to sail without delay, but not 
with less than 10,000 men. After some of 
the trarsperts had already réached the 
lower bay, telegraphic instructions were 
received from the secretary of war direct- 
ing that the sailing of the expedition be 
delayed waiting further orders. This de- 
lay was occasiuvnea by the navy reporting 
that a Sparish war vessel had been sighted 
in the Nicnclas channei. The ships in the 
lower bay were immediately recalled. The 
expedition sailed on June 14th with 815 
officers and 16,072 men. 
The Junction with Garcia. 

General Shafter briefly covers the trip - 
and :anding and his first meeting. with 
General Garcia, adding: 


“During tne interview General Garcia of- 
fered the services of is troops comprising 
about four t.vusand men in the vicinity 
ot Acerraderos and about five hundred un- 
der General Castillo at the little town of 
Cujababo, a’ few miles east of Baiquiri. 
Il accepted his offer, impressing it upon 
him that I couaul exercise no miutary cuoa- 
tro: over him, such as he would conceds 
and as long as he served under me I wouid 
furnish Mim rations and ammunition.” 


After conferring with: Admiral Sampson 
and General Garcia the plan of campaign 
was outlined by General] Shafter. The dis- 
embarkation was to commence on the 22d 
at Baiquiri, with feints by the Cubans on 
Cabanas and by the navy at various shore 
points in order to misiead the enemy as to 
the place of landing. 

Genera! Shafter cays: 


“These movements committed me to ap- 
proaching Santiego from the east over & 
narrow road, at first in some places no 
better than a trail, running from Baiquiri 
through Siboney and Sevilla and making 
attack frum that quarter. This, in 
judgment, wrs tre only feasible plan and 
subseqi:nt information and results con- 
firmed my judgment.” 


The Advance Made. 
Of the carlv cperations and the skirmish 
in whieh the xough Riders participated, 


ithe report savs: 


“General Young’s brigade passed beyond 
Lawton on the night of the 23d and 2th, 
thus taking the advance, and on the morn- 
ing of the latter day became engaged with 
a Spanish force intrenched in a smrong 
position at La Guasima, a poirt on the 
Santiage road, about three miles from 
Siboney. General Young’s forces consisted 
of one squadron of the First cavaliry, one 
of the Tenth cavalry and two of the First 
United States volunteer cavalry, in all 964, 
officers end men. e enemy niade an ub- 
stinate resistance, but were driven from 
the field with considerable loss. Our own 
loss was one officer and fifteen men killed, 
six officers and forty-six men wounded. 
The reported losses of the Spaniards were 
nine killed and twenty-seven wounded. 

“The engagement had an inspiring effect 
upon r men, and doubtless corresjond- 
ingly ressed the enemy, as t was now 

lainly demonstrated to them that they 
2ad a foe to meet who would advance upon 
them under a heavy fire delivered trom in- 
trenchments. General Wheeler, division 
commander, was present during the en- 
gagement, and reports that ovr troops. 
officers and men, ‘fought with tne zreatest 
gallantry. This engagement gave us a 
well-watered country farther to the front 
on which to camp our troops.” 


Reconnoitering the Country. 


The report continues: 

“It was not until nearly two weeks after 
the army landed that it was possible to 
place on shore three days’ supplies in ex- 
cess of those required for the daily con- 
sumption. 

“On June 3th J reconnoitered the country 
about Santiage and made my plan of at- 
tack. From a high hill, from which the | 
city was in plain view, I could see the Sin 
Juan hill and the country about El Osney.

MR. JONES'S SERMON LAST TUESDAY NIGHT 


He Preached in a Serious Vein—Dr. 
Monk Preached Yesteriay Morn- 
ing—-Mr. Lindsey in Afternoon. 


Cartersville, Ga., September 14.—(Special.) 
The warmth of the service at the taber- 
nacle last night was gratifying to the 
ministers who, with Sam Jones, are con- 
ducting the great meetings. Hundreds 
flocked to the altar. 

Great crowds continue to gather, the 
people of the town ‘and community lending 
their presenee in force, and vis tors from 
a distance joining the throng to swell it. 
There were nearly five thousand present 
last night, which is the largest gathering 
since Sunday. The acme of attendance will 
be reached on next Sunday, when the rail- 
roads‘are preparing to run excursions from 
some point The East and West road 
brought six carloads last Sunday and are 
expecting to bring a much larger crowd 
next Sunday. Many from other points put 
off attending until Sunday. 

Sam Jones has promised to preach at 
least once each day, aS many who attend 
from a distance express disappointment if 
they fail to hear him. 

Rev. George Stuart arrived from Ciatta- 
nooga on yesterday evening and is expect- 
ed to take an active hand in the meetings 


from now on. 

Sam Jones preached last night, and his 
sermon was in an altogether serious vein. 

The choir wag larger than any time be- 
fore; a violin was added to the list of in- 
struments, and with this and the two 
pianos, thé cornet and the more spirited 
singing, the music was ine. 

Professor Hilis, at the request of Mr. 
Jones, gang the peautiful solo, “Saved by 
Grace,”’ 

Mr. Jones preached from the text: ‘He 
that being often reproved, hardeneth nis 
néck, shall be suddenly destroyed, and that 
without remedy.” 

“The question should be this: ‘Who ut- 
tered such words?’ said he. 

“The answer should be, the great eternal 
God, who shall judge the race when they 
are brought to judgment at the final bar. 

“] dare say tnere are those in this town 
who could answer back in their own 
hearts, ‘God is surely speaking to me tv- 
night.’ 

‘He speaks these words: He means these 
words. There have been more sudden 
deaths in this year than in any twelve 
months in the world’s history—deaths by 
earthquake, by paralysis, by floodtide and 
a thousand agencies, unti] we have ceased 
to wonder at them and we cease to count 
them up. There is no spot on earth where 
the truth has been preached to the people, 
where they have been more @arnestly Im- 
pleaded than Cartersville. I have but to 
stand before you tonight and illustrate 
some of the things in my life to give evi- 
dence of God’s work. 

“This mah that preaches to you tonight 
has stood in the earnestness of his soul

The Advance on El Caney. 


“Early on the morning of July ist Law- 
ton was in position around E) Caney, 
Chiffce’s brigade on the right a ross: the 
Guarianamo road, Miles’s brigade in the 
center and Ludlow’s on the left. The duty 
cf cutting off the enemy’s retreat along 
ths Eantiagon road was assigned to the 
latter brigade. The artillery opened on 
tae town at 6:15 a.m. The battle here soon

The 
battle ‘eout-nued with varying. in'ensity 
during most ofthe day and until the place 
W.is carried by assault about 4:30 p. m. As 
ihe foan.ards endeavored to retreat along 
the Santiage road, Ludlow’, position en- 
abicd nim te do very effective work, and 
to practically cut off all retreat in that 
direction. 

“After the battle at E} Caney was well 
opened ora the sound of the small arm 
tirs caused us to believe that Lawton was 
driving the enemy before him, I directed 
Grimces’s battery to open fire fron te 
h3igt:ts of El Pozo, on the San Juan block- 
house, which could be seen situated in the 
enetry's intrenchments extending alone 
ike crest of San Juan hill. This firé was 
effective and the enemy could be seen run- 
ning away irom the vicinity of the block- 
house. The artillery fire from El Pozo was 
sovl returned by the enemy’s artillery. 
They evidently had the range of this hill, 
anil thei first shells killed and wounded 
several men, As the Spaniards used*smoke- 
tess powder, it was very difficult to locate 
the pos'ticn of their places, while on the 
contrar}, the smoke caused by our black 
powder plainly indicated the position of 
our battery.

“After crossifig the stream the, cavalry 
moved to the right, with a view of con- 
necting with Lawton’s left, when he conld 
come up, and with their left resting near 
the Santiago road. . 

“In the meantime Kent's division. with 
the exception of two regiments of Haw- 
kins’s brigade, being thus uncovered, 
moved rapidly to the front from the forks 
previously mentioned in the road, utilizing 
both trails, but more especially the one 
to the left. and crossing the creek, formed 
for attack in the front of San Juan hill. 
During this formation the Second brigade 
suffered severely. 


Commanders Fall from Their Saddles. 


“While personally superintending this 
move its gallant commander, Colonel Wi- 
koff, was killed The command of the bri- 
gade then devolved upon Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Worth, Thirteenth infantry, who was 
soon. severely wounded, and next upon 
Lieutenant Colonel Liscum, Twenty-fourth 
infantry, who. five minutes later, fell wn- 
der the terrible fire of the enemy. and the 
command of the brigade then devolved upon 
Lientenant Colonel Fwers. Ninth infantry. 

“While the scene just deserib>ed was tak. 
ing place Genernl Kent took measures to 
hurry forward his rear brigade. The Tenth 
and Second infantry were ordered to follow 
Wikoff’s brigade, while the Twenty-first 
was sent on the right hand road to sup- 
port the First brigade under General Haw- 
kins, who had crossed the stream amd 
formed on the right of the division. The 
Second and Tenth infantry. Colonel E. P. 
Pearson, commanding, moved forward in 
good order on the left of the division, pass- 
ed over a green knoll and drove the enemy 
back toward his trenches. 

“After completing their formation under 
a destructive fire and advancing a short 
distance. both divisions foumd in their front 
a wide bottom. in which had heen rlaced 
a barbed wire entanglement. and beyond 
which there was a high hill, along the crest 
of which the enemy was strongly posted. 
Nothing daunted, these gallant men vush- 
ed on to drive the enemy from his chosen 
position, both divisions losing heavily. Jn 
this assault Colonel Hamilton, Lieutenants 
Smith and Shipp were killed amd Colonel 
Carroll, Lieutenants Thayer and Myer, all 
in the cavalry, were wounded. 


By Voice and Bugle. 


“Great credit is due to Brigadier Ge:-er- 
al H. &. Hawkins, who, placing himself 
between his regiments, urged them on by 
volce and bugle calls to attack en bril- 
Hantly executed. 

‘In this fierce encounter words fail to do 
justice to the gallant regimental comm:znd- 
ers and the heroic men, for, while the gen- 
erals indicated the formations and the 
points of attack, it was, after 23), the in- 
rs ae bravery of the subordinate cfficers 
and men that planted our colors on. the 
crest of San Juan hill and drove the enemy 
from his trenches and blockhouse and 
gaining a point which sealed the fate of 
Santiago. 

“In this action on this part of <he field, 
most efficient service was rendered by 
Lieutenant John H. Parker, Thirteenth in- 
fantry, and the gatling gun detachment 
under his commamd. The Hghting econiinued 
at intervals until nightfall, but our men 
held resolutely to the positions gained at 
the cost of sa much blood and tuvil. 

“Tam greatly indebted to General Wheel- 
who, as previously stated, returned 
from the sick list to duty during the af- 
ternoon. His cheerfulness and agzressive- 
ness made itself felt on this part of the 
battlefield, and the information he furnish- 
ed to me at Various stages of the battle 
proved to be most useful. 

“My own health was impaired by. over 
exertion in the sun ond intense beat of the 
day before, which prevented me from par- 
tic pega 9° actively im the battle as I 
desired, from the high hill near my 
headquarters I had a genéral view of the 
battlefield, extending from Caney on 
the right to the left of our lines on San 
Juan hill."’

“The cessition of firing about noon on 
the 3d practically terminated tHe battle of 
Santiago. All that occurred after this time 
may properly be located under }he head of 
the siege which followed. 

“After deducting the detachments retain- 
ed at Siboney and Baiquiri to render those 
depots secure from attack, organizations 
hela to protect our flanks, others acting as 
escorts and guards to light batteries, the 
members of the hospital corps, guards left 
in charge of blanket .rolls which. the in- 
tense heat caused the men to cast aside 
before entering battle, orderties, éte.,it is 
doubtful if we had more than 12,00 men 
on the firing line on July 18st, when the. 
battle was fiercest and when the important 
and strong positions of El Caney and San 
Juan were captured. 

“A few Cubans assisted in the attack at 
El Caney and fought valiantly, but their 
numbers were too small to materially 
change the strength as Indicated above. 
The enemy confronted us with numbers 
about equal to our own; they fought ob- 
stinately in strong and intrenched positions 
and the results obtained clearly indic*#te 
the intrepid gallantry of the company offi- 
cers and men and the benefits derived from 
the careful training and instruction given 
in the army in recent years in rifle 
practice and other battle exercises. Our 
losses in these battles were twenty-two 
officers and 208 men killed and eighty-one 
officers and 1.03 men wounded, missing 
seventy-nine. The missfng, with few ex- 
ceptions, reported later.” 


| Where Garcia Failed. 
_ General Shafter says the arrival of Gen- 
eral Escario at Santiago was not antici- 


pated. He says: 

“General Garcia, with between 4,000 and 
5,000 Cubans, was intrusted with the duty 
of watching for and intercepting the re- 
enfercement expected. This, however, he 
failed to.do, and Escario passed into the 
ay along my extreme right and near the

After speaking of Admiral Cervera’s 
kortie and the destruction of his fleet, Gen- 
éral Shafter says he again called on the 
Spanish commander to surrender.

“July 12th I informed the Spanish com- 
mander that Major General . Miles, com- 
mandef-in-chief of the American army, had 
just arrived in my camp, and requested him 
to grant us a personal interview on the 
following day. He replied he would be 
pleased to meet us. The interview took 
place on the 13th, and I informed him his 
surrender only could be considered, and 
that as he was without hope of escape, he 
had no right to continue the fight. 

The Final Surrencer, 

General Shafter then gives the 4detalis of 
the final surrender, his entry to the city 
and the raising of the American flag. In 
c‘osing, he says: 

“Pefore closing my report, I wish to dwell 
upon the natural obstacles I had to en- 
counter, and which no foresight could have 
overcome or obviated. The rocky and pre- 
cipitous coast afforded no sheltered lInnding 
places, the roads. were mere bridie paths, 
the cffect of the tropical sun and rains upon 
unacelimated troops was deadly, and a 
dread of strange and unknown diseases had 

- ton the army. 

8 Or abautet the landing of the troops 
and stores was made at 4 small wooden 
wharf, which the Spaniards tried to burn, 
but unsuccessfully, and the animals were 
pushed into the water and guided to a 
sandy beach about 200 yards in extent. At 
Siboney the landing. was made 0a the 
beach ana at a small wharf erected by 
the egireers. 

“r had reither the time nor the men tu 
spare to construct pefmanent wharves. 

“In spite of the fact “hat I hai nearly 
1,000 men continuously at work om the roads 
they were at times impassable for wagons. 

“The San Juan and Agtadores rivers 
would often suddenly rise so as to prevent 
the passage of wagons,.and then the eight 
pack trains with the comman. had to be 
depended upon for the victualing of my 
army, as well as the 2,000 refugees; who 
could not in the thterests of humanity, be 
left to starve while we had rations. 

“Often for days nothing could be moved 
except on pack trains.. 

“After the great physical straim and éx- 
posure of July ist and 2d, the malarial and 
other fevers began to rapidly advance 
throughout the command, on July 4th, the 
yellow fever appeared at Siboney. Though 
efforts were made to keep this fact from 
the army, it soon became known. 

“The supply of quartermaster and com- 
missary stores dur the campaign was 
abundant, and notwithstanding the diffi- 
culties in landing and transporting the ra- 
tions, the troops on the firing line were at 
all times supplied with its coarser compon- 
ents, namely, of bread, meat, sugar and 
coffee, 

‘“"There was no lack of transportation. for 
at no time up to the surrender could all 
the wagons I had be used. 

“In reference to the sick and wounded I 
have to say that they received every at- 
tention that it was possible to give them. 
"he medical officers withoutexeception 
worked night and day to alleviate the suf- 
fering, which was no greater than invaria- 
bly accompaniés a campaign. 

‘It would have been better if we had 
more ambulances, but As many were taken

LAST SCENES AMONG THE HEROES

Many Affecting Partings Between Officers and Men—Regulars Re- 
turning to Their Former Posts and Volunteers Being 
Mustered Out—Some Incidents of the 
Fifth Army Corps’ Last Days.

Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, N. Y., 
September 12.—(Special Staff Corresdon- 
dence.)—This is going to be a story about 
the passing of the Fifth army corps, and 
the last days which the heroes of Santiago 
epent together, but I want to say a word 
or two about the Long Island railroad 
first. One has to go to Montauk Point via 
the Long Island railroad, and i is per- 
missible to take The Constitution readers 
there in that way, just to let them know 
what the goverrmnent inflicted upon the 
returning soldiers when they located them 
on the line of that unique monopoly in 
transportation. 

You can get to the Long Island railroad 
from almost any part of New York city 
by changing cars from three to twelve 
times, the location of its western terminus 
being one of its many agreeable features.

Here we shifted to the waiting room of 
the ferry and read all the morning news- 
papers, while the natives were warping in

The truth did tim so0d. He had not 
wanted to catch the train of the day Le- 
fcre, ag the rest of us had, and we erent 
the next day or two Ir trying to figure 
cut if he was fovty-cignt hours late or on 
time. The latter seem2d to be the case, but 
we were compelled to wk vourse:ves how 
he could possibly be on time when the train’ 
wasn’t, and he was on the train? And if 
we were late how ‘could he be on time, 
when we were all traveling together? It 
got us all mixed up, and we finally select- 
ed General C. H. T. Collis, Former May- 
or Gilroy, of New York, and Colonel Bill 
Brown, editor of The Evening News, three 
notables among the passengers, aS a jury 
to decide it. They retired for consulta- 
tion and a few days later the young mam 
whose condition was in question came 
forward and told them:

The railroad itself is worthy of a book. 
It is an everlasting evide:ce that in the 
general scheme of how-not-to-do-it mapped 
out at the beginniag of the 
Santiago campaign Secretary Alger never 
overlooked a bet. There is no. place in 
the United States equally distant from New 
York so hard to reach as Montauk Point, 
and the discomforts in getting there are 
worse than those experienced in crossing 
the continent. In transporting the soldiers 
the road has proven. so hopeiessly . inad- 
‘equate and incompetent that the ‘govern- 
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bush to cast a shadow upon the dull, hot 
and yeliow earth that sends up a dead 
glare on all sides. To the right there is 
a big harbor in which a lot of boats are 
floating, and from the wharf mule teams 
and pack trains are carrying men and 
camp belongings un the hill. To the left 
there is nothing but’ sand and sun and a 
wilderness of shouting hack drivers, whose 
voices would shake the nerves of an Alger.

The drive to the outskirts of the 
camp was a trifle more than a 
mile  iong, and it was over. the 
same out of shadeless and gsun- -parched 
earth that our feet first met at the de- 
pot. There was nothing in sight but yel- 
low sand, and *the scant verdure that is 
characteristic of the northern sea coast. 
The dust blinded us and ‘nid the horses 
and changed the color of our clothes. But 
the horses rattled along at a good pace, 
and in a few minutes they had whirled 
us through the flying clouds of dirt upon a 
long, level plateau, which, reaching out, 
seemed to be a wilderness of white tents. 
It was not a level plateau, either, for it 
was broken here and there by long, low 
hills, but it was covered by grass for the 
most part, -and on three sides of it one 
could see the ocean and hear the break of 
the waves. Coming up through the heat 
and the dust the first impression of the 
camp was decidedly favorable.

We left our vociferous hackman as soon 
as we caught sight of canvas, and started 
out to inspect Wikoff on foot.

The whole blame 
rests on Aiger and his wear department for 
trending out 16,000 troops to occupy a hostile 
and fever-rijden country without adequate 
hospital supplies for 1,600. There is no 
native typhoid fever germ at Montauk, 
and it is only fair to Long Island to say 
that it was wronged by the government 
when it cumped bacilli and soldiers on 
its shores at the place where it was least 
uble tc cure for them.

BOY DROWNS IN A CREEK 


Slipped from a Footlog on Which He 
Was Crossing Stream. 


Tifton, Ga., September 14.—(Special.)— 
News of a sad accident comes from Debbie 
postoffice, about ten miles southeast of 
Tifton, in Colquitt county. William Hick- 
ery, a white man, and his two little sons,: 
the youngest, named Jack, being nine years 
old, started to Cool Spring church, a few 
miles from their home, to attend divine 
services.

The Army Investigation. 

If the scope of the inquiry of the com- 
mission to examine certain departments 
of the army is limited by the declaration 
that it “is to examine into the conduct 
of the commissary, quartermaster and 
medical bureaus of the war department 
during the war, and into the extent, 
causes and treatment of sickness in the 
field and in the camps,” objection will 
be made that the scope of the commis- 
sion’s inquiry is limited. 

Alger, himself, laughs at the popular 
hrraignment of himself and says that 
the proposed inquiry will be of great 
value “in perfectnig the entire organiza- 
tion of the army, and in applying in this 
revision the lessons of the past.” All 
this is as vague as a Mormon sermon, 
but this much may be gathered from it— 
that Alger’s shortcomings are not within 
the scope of the inquiry, and that the 
board is expected to do what the war de- 
partment should have done long ago, to- 
wit: “perfect the entire organization of 
the army.” 

Sven in this view of the case, the 
president will do credit to himself by 
appointing to the board men of high 
character, who will refuse to sacrifice 
truth to their friendship for the spresi- 
dent. To haul up a lot of understrap- 
pers before the board and charge them 
with negligence, or carelessness, or in- 
competency, and to place the whole bur- 
den of responsibility on the shoulders 
of those who were acting, or failing to 
act, under the direction of the secretary 
of war, will not satisfy the public. 
Hence the bridles should be, and no 
doubt will be removed, by the president 

Other presidents have had _ similar 
troubles. Lincoln, for instance, had his 
Cameron at the beginning of the war 
between the states; and, though old 
Simon was an able man in some re- 
spects, he was not equal to the task of 
organization. As soon as Mr. Lincoln 
discovered this, he bade Mr. Cameron 
good-bye. He didn’t hesitate an instant. 

The various bureaus of the war de- 
partment are all under the control or 
supervision of the secretary of war. It 
was and is his duty to see that these 
bureaus promptly and faithfully execut- 
ed the orders issued to them. These bu- 
reuas are not responsible to the public. 
They are responsible to the secretary, 
and the secretary is responsible to the 
president. It will undoubtedly be found 
that there has been gross mismanage: 
ment, that there have been inexcusable 
delays and murderous incompetence, But 
all these things a vigilant and capable 
secretary would have found out two 
weeks after war was declared. He 
would have found them out and cured 
them, and the country would have been 
spared the awful consequences of mis- 
management in high places. 

In short, to meet the expectations, the 
demands of the people, it is necessary to 
take politices out of the army and out 
of the war department. ‘Phat this was 
not done is shown by the horrible re- 
sults of political mismanagement which 
have developed under the auspices of 


Algerism.

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Investigations and Investigating. 

The president’s idea of an investiga- 
tion by a commission to be appointed by 
himself may be all right so far as it 
goes, but manifestly it does not begin 
to go far enough. Such a commission 
might be able to point out the failings 
of the lesser officers, for under the terms 
of the president’s. note to the gentlemen 
whom he has asked to serve on the com- 
mission, it is the evident purpose of the 
chief executive to have the investiga- 
tion proceed on the idea that all the 
fault lies at the doors of the lesser offi- 


‘cers of the army and the under officials 


of the war department. But if the com- 
mission is to proceed only within those 
lines, it might just as well not proceed 
at all. The people want an investiga- 
tion which will include everybody—the 
executive head of the war department 
and even the president himself, if it 
should be found that his acts have con- 
tributed to the state of affairs that has 
aroused the indignation of the nation. 

The president starts into this thing 
with the declaration that he is “certain 
his secretary of war is in no wise to 
blame” for the shortcomings of the men 
under him; and the secretary contents 
himself with declafing that “somebody 
has blundered,” and that the fault lies 
with the regimental officers. The pur- 
pose of this is, evidently, to shift the 
blame as far from himself as possible, 
and it looks very much as if the presi- 
dent, in stating the lines on which the 
investigation is to be held, had endeav- 
ored to give his secretary all the protec- 
tion in his power. 

While he is seeking his commissioners, 
the secretary of war declares that he 
will not consider his critics, whom he 
calls “sensationalists,” and the admin- 
istration orgahs and most of the repub- 
lican leaders are trying to make the 
public believe that all the talk has been 
done by the wicked democrats. But 
there are some republicans who know a 
cyclone when they see it, and who do 
not propose to let themselves be swept 
into oblivion in order to defend Mr. Al- 
ger. One of these is Senator Mason, of 
Iliinois. ‘The Illinois senator is as good 
a republican as there is in congress. He 
has had the conditons of the workings of 
the Alger department brought home to 
him by some of the experiencés of the 
Illinois troops, and in the fullness of 
his indignation, he speaks his mind. 
His is a scathing review of the short- 
comings of this branch of the admin- 
istration which he did so much to put in 
control of the government. In the course 
of it, Senator Mason says: 


Shameful, disgraceful, infernal, damna- 
ble—there is no word or term too strong 
to use, not alone against the official neglect 
and blunderings, but also against the rail- 
roads.

Is it balm red he 
the torn and broken heafts that are bieed.

edy of the nation. Our soldiets have not 
poured out their heart’s blood on thé altar 
of their country, but have been crucified 
by blundering and plundering officiaidom, 
Our heads are bowed in deepest woe; we 
must bow them lower with very shame. 

Ail the world acclaimed our hundred 
days’ war. Every tongue was aflame with 
the glory of America, her valiant army, ner 
superb navy. Today the world is stricken 
dumb with horror. Christianity is agnast, 
and we—we are listening to the apology of 
the government, "Some one has blunder- 
ed,” and look 6n with streaming eyes at 
some one’s blunder being manifolded. 

I do not criticise the army itself. Officers 
and men have behaved and fought as 
Americans. Their gallantry is the one 
theme that we can go b®ck to with pleas- 
ure. But I do condemn the commissary de- 
partments and the medical departments 
with all my strength and my- power, and I 
hope very soon to see a thorough and 
proper investigation of the horrors lay the 
blame where it rightfully belongs. 

In effect, the Illinois senator repu- 
diates the suggestions of his colleagues 
that the cry in behalf of the soldier is 
raised by the enemies of the administra- 
tion. The effort of the republican poli- 
ticians to raise the party cry through 
fear that the fall elections may, in the 
face of an investigation of the republi- 
can administration, go against them, 
finds no indorsement at his hands. In- 
deed, it is doubtful if that cry will have 
any other effect than to react on the 


men who have raised it, for the people 


‘are sure to resent such petty politics. 


They know who is responsible at the 
outburst of indignation that has swept 
over the country for they themselves 
have started it. There is no politics 
in it. ‘The people believe there have 
been grave blutiders; they believe some- 
body in authority is responsible for those 
blunders, and they believe that they, the 
people, have a right to know where the 
responsibility rests. 

Senator Mason reflects the sentiments 
of the people irrespective of politics. 
“This is the crime of the century,” says 
he, “the tragedy of a nation. I hope 
very soon to see a thorough and proper 
investigation of the horrors lay the 
blame where it rightfully belongs.” 

That’s all there is in it. They want 
no partisan investigation and no white- 
wash. They want to know the facts and 
they propose to know them.

Educational Reforms in Cuba. 

Several days ago we called the atten- 
tion of our readers to the various prac- 
tical reforms which General Wood, the 
present military governor of Santiago, 
intended to institute in the public school 
system of that metropolis. We made 
the observation that General Wood was 
undoubtedly moving in the right direc- 
tion, and we expressed the hope that 
every part of the island might in time 
be given the benefit of the same educa- 
tional advantages. This is One of the 
most important matters which will come 
up before the Cuban commission when 
it meets within the next few days, and 
we feel sure that its claims will not be 
i-nored. 

We have only to glance at the offi- 
cial records to see the miserly manner 
in which Spain has dealt out the benefits 
of public instruetion to her Cuban sub- 
jects. She has seemed bent upon keep- 
ing them in ignorance in order that she 
might fetter them more effectually with 
the chains of servitude. Going back to 
the records for 1889, which are the lat- 
est records available at this time, we 
find that barely more than 2.5 per cent 
of the population enjoyed the benefit 
of public instruction during that year. 
This is due in part to the fact that the 
system of public instruction itself was 
deficient, and in part to the fact that 
tuition fe®s were charged, making it 
impossible for hundreds of children to 
avail themselves of its benefits. We 
quote the following table showing the 
comparative small number of children 
who attended the public schools in each 
of the Cuban provinces during the year 
1889:

This clearly shows that Spain was 
either wholly indifferent to the educa- 
tional welfare of her Cuban subjects or 
else maliciously bent upon keeping them 
in ignorance. We learn from inquiring 
further into the status of affairs that 
most of the money which Spain allotted 
to educational purposes on the island 
was paid out in extravagant salaries to 
public school commissioners, who were 
the special favorites of the government, 
while teachers were given barely enough 
to keep them above ground. More- 
over the public school system was char- 
acterized by deficiencies of every kind 
which made it positively unworthy of 
the name. Within the next few years, 
when American ideas shall have sffc- 
ceeded in completely revolutionizing the 
educational affairs of the island, there 
will be no spot on the globe which will 
offer greater advantages in this respect 
than will the Pearl of the Antilles. In 
the meantime, let the good work which 
General Wood has commenced in Santi-. 
ago be extended to every part of the 
island, and let Porto Rico also be given 
the benefit of the same practical reforms 
without delay.

It is all right to talk about the heroism 
of the men who fought at Santiago; and it 
is right that the sick and wounded should 
be well cared for; cared for now, and in he 
future where they have beén permanently 
disabled. But there is another class of 
men, men who are fast nearing the other 
shore, who should’ not be forgotten by 
Georgia—the old confederate soldier, a title 
which time can néver dim, and a character 
which should never be forgotten. Only a 
remnant of them remain, but they repre- 
sent and typify the highest plane of pa- 
triotism upon which man has ever stood.

With this 
and other no less groundless arguments, the 
legislature of the great state of Georgia 
repudiated the work of Grady, and refused 
to aid the splemaid charity which the people 
had made possible by their contributions: 
And then the “home” was put under the 
hammer. But when the day of sale ar- 
rived a few noble women, !n whose hearts 
etill burn the fires of patriotism and devo- 
tion to the lost cause, gathered and tem- 
porarily saved the state from the humilia- 
tion of seeing this splendid property, de- 
signed for se holy and. sacred a purpose, 
being sacrificed and diverted to other uses, 
Later the big-hearted, generous citizens of 
Atlante have proposed to contribute from 
their reunion fund a sum approximating 
$4,000 to the home, provided the legislature 
will aid the good work.

Bartow county affords another instance of 
the dissolution of the populist party. 

Iii two campaigns the populists carried 
Bartow. They got the democrats on the 
run, and it began to look as though the 
third party had a strong grip on the county.

But this year they have no ticket in the 
field. They cannot get any one to accept 
their nominations. Chairman Dobbs gave 
public notice some months ago that in the 
future he intended to act as an independ- 
ent in politics.

They lost faith in their leaders in 
1896, and saw that schemers and office 
seekers had obtained control of the orf- 
ganization. They saw, too, that the party 
had not struck the right chord, and that it 
had no future. Therefore they proceeded to 
leave it with lesa ceremony than that 
which aceompanied their entrance. 

The disintegration of the party is not a 
local affair, but it extends over the coun- 
try, generally, as witnessed in North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee, 

Here in Georgia the populists are losing 
ground every day. Mr. Hogan did not 
have an audience in Milledgeville on Mon- 
day. He did not have one when he came 
to Atlanta to sepeak a few weeks ago. 
Down in Taliaferro, one of the strong 
populist counties of the tenth district, the 
third party has suffered losses, and the 
some is true in adjoining counties. 

Floyd is another county where the party 
is shy on candidates. The populists can- 
hot make a fight there except on the state 
ticket, and that is not going to draw them 
out much. 

In some counties the pops are making a 
still hunt for members of the legislature. 
They are willing to trade Mr. Hogan, their 
nominee for governor, for a legislator or a 
county officer. In gome counties they seem 
to be acting under instructions to sacrifice 
everything for this legislative nominee, but 
there are so many counties in which they 
are not running a ticket, that there is no 
chance for the party to get more than a 
handful of representatives in the house at 
most. : 

In Clayton county the legislative race 
is attracting more attention than anything 
else.

“Phere is absolutely mo disposition on 
my part to do injustice to any individual, 
corpotation or company, but being a mem- 
ber of the Atlanta bar, I feel resting upon 
me an obligation that I am called upon 
to dischargé to this court. Recently the 
jury commigsioners of this county were 
ealled upon under opéfation of law to 
revise the jury list. I question not the 
integrity, fairness, uprightness and impar- 
tiality of the gentlemen composing this 
board, but on the contrary, I attest that 
they possess all the virtues. My concep- 
tion of their duties as commissioners is 
that their sessions are secret, and that 
they alone are called upon to act in the 
highest capacity in which any man in 
the state of Georgia is empowered, and 
that is to detefmine the character and 
fitness of meh who are to serve as jurors 
and pass upon the property rights and 
lives and interests of our citizens.

About half-past 10 o’clock J. W. Cason, 
a white farmer, was brought in for being 
intoxicated on the street.. Cason was in a 
merry mood, and a8 soon as he struck the 
prison corridor he began to shake loose 
his hilarity on the other prisoners. 

The turnkey was startled to hear a pris- 


oner yelling out: 
“Come here quick, there is a dog in my 


cell,” 

There was no dog. When the turnkey 
entered the corridor he found Cason sitting 
in a corner realing a paper. 

In a few minutes another prisoner called 
out: 

“Say, somebody come here and get this 
cat.”’ 

There was ho cat. While Turnkey Terry 
and the megro janitor were examining the 
cell for the cat, they heard it mewing in 
the next cell. They went into that one, 
and while there they plainly heard it in 
the next, which was also searched. And 
so they went down the whole row of cells, 
the turnkey remarking as he was entering 
the last one: 

“*T’ll be darned if that cat hasn’t the most 
deceptive voice I ever heard.” 

There was not a trace of a cat anywhere 
in the prison. 

Turnkey and janitor were leaving the 
corridor when they heard a man groaning 
in a cell opening into the negro corridor, 
and the’ groans sounded as if the fellow 
was dying. There was a search and every 
negro was found sleeping soundly. 

Fifteen minutes passed and then there 
arose suddenly a startling cry of: 

“Fire! fire! fire!’ 

There was no mistaking It, the cry came 
from the rear of the prison and turnkey, 
call officers and station sergeant all ran 
pell-mell into the prison. Until the rear 
of the building Was reached the cries were 
kept up, but suddenly they ceased, and 
no person was found upon whom the blame 
ould be placed.

The turnkey was getting mad, and he hid 
himself in a cell and watched. 

Cason saw him and called out: 

‘Say, colonel, there igs no use giving your- 
self al] that trouble. I have been raising 
the rackets. I am a ventriloquist.”’ 

Cason gave an exhibition of his power.&s 
a ventriloquist and proved himself quite 
an adept in the art of throwing his voice. 

He was also. quite am‘expert in sleight-of- 
hand and entertained a.erowd of barrack’s 
attaches and prisoners with several most 
excellent tricks. 

He is the man who was knocked down 
and robbed in the city a few nights ago. 
Last night he was drinking. 

“If I can only work off a little of my 
legerdemain on Judge Andy,” he said, ‘‘and 
move his good seul with some of tne 
black arts, so as to get off free tomorrow, 
I will be thankful.’’ 

“Do the ventriloquist act,’’ suggested an 
officer, ‘‘and make him say whit you wish 
him to say.’”’ 

‘Happy thought,’ replied the prisone*,

Attorneys Disagree on the Question oi 
Available Assets in Policies, 


ONE EXPIRES ON THE 20TH OF SEPTEMBER 


The Ageregate of Policies Is About 
$20,000, and Several Thousand 
Can Be Obtained on Them. 


A MOTION WAS ARGUED BEFORE 
Judge Lumpkin by Captain Clifford An- 
derson and Mr. Walter R. Brown for the 
receiver, and Mr. Luther Rosser, for Mr. 
Moody, yesterday afternoon asking that 
the Hfe insurance policies held by ‘Mr. John 
T, Moody be turned over to the receiver of 
Moody and Brewster for disposal and that 
alli the money which can De obtained on 
them be made a part of the assets of 


Moody & Brewster. 

It is claimed by the attorneys for Re- 
ceiver Hirsch that the policies neld by 
M*. Moody are negotiable, and that they 
cam be realized upon. Mr. Moody held in- 
surance in a mumber of companies, the 
ageregate of the policies heing about $20,- 
000. It is thought that several thousand 
dollars can be obtained from these, as they 
have clauses in them making them redeem- 
able at a certain figure at any time. 

One of the policies, which has been run- 
ning for about five years, is due on Sep- 
tember 2th, and as the policy itself must 
be sent to New York before its expiration, 
speedy action is desired by the attorneys 
for the receiver. It is claimeé by Mr. Moody 
that he has no money to keep up the pay- 
ment of the premiums on the policies and 
the atterreys say that when the time ar- 
rives for the payment of the premiums 
if they are not paid the policies become 
worthless to both Mr. Moody or the credt- 
tors. 

Captain Anderson said yesterday that Mr. 
(Moody was’ not mak.ng any effort or 
showing any intention to the court that 
he intended to have any of his friends pay 
the premiums and said that the receiver 
should be allowed to realize on them and 
secure from the insurance companies where 
the policies are held such amounts as may 
be due on them before they eapire. 

The policies are made payable to the 
estate of John T. Moody and the attor- 
neys said yesterday that with this clause 
im them they could be converted into as- 
sets. Mr. Rosser, for Mr. Moody, argued 
that the defendant’s future estate could 
not be considered in the marshaling of the 
assets of Moody & Brewster.

OFFIGER LANFORD HEADS POSSE IN CHASE 


Lost Dog Caused the Chase To Be T'em- 
porarily Abandoned—Another Hunt 
Tomorrow Night. 


LAST NIGHT MOUNTED OFFICER 
Newport Lanford went to Grant park with 
& posse and a pack of hounds to hunt. and, 
if possible, kill the animal which is be- 
lieved to be a half-grown panther, running 
loose in the park and the territory adja- 
cent. 

At 8 o’clock the police officer started in 
a buggy w h two fine bloodhounds fo!lew- 
ing him. As he started off the hounds be- 
Kan to bay, and a negro across ibe street 
could not refrain from sending up an old- 
time yell, such as hunters are wont to give 
when on the drive for deer. 

Lanford said he had been requested to 
hunt for the panther by the people living 
around the park, and he believed he could 
kill the auimal if once he got within gun- 
shot, He had asked a number of eliizens 
to join him, and they were to meet him. 

Aa stated in yesterday’s Constitution. a 
huge wild animaT, which was supposed to 
be a half-grown panther, had bean seen in 
the park, and it thhad attempted to attack 
@ little boy. The fact that the animal fad 
Sprung from a tree, and that it was much 
larger than a wildcat, had made «he peo- 
ple near the park believe it was a panther. 
To this was added the evidence that a 
countryman had tried to sel] a young pan- 
ther, and when the failed to make the sale 
it was believed he had deliberately turned 
the panther loose in the woods. 

For a month past some mys‘erious wild 
@nima] has been killing chickens, and has 
been seen a number of times in Grant park. 
Only a week ago Patrolman Goodwin saw 
the anima] and shot at it. The cfficer said 
at the time that it was too large io be a 
wildcat. 

Turnkey Terry, at police barracks, states 
that a genuine panther was killed near 
Roswell ahout three years ago, and that it 
is believed panthers are in the swamps in 
north Georgia. They are not, of course, 
like the large African panthers, but some- 
thing like a huge catamount. 

The Chase Begins. 

When Officer Lanford reached the park 
last night he was met by .eeveral crhers, 
who had two dogs, making four founds al- 
together. The chase was started, and the 
hounds got on the panther’s track be- 
tween the deer pen and the pavilion. Fer 


‘two hours there wag mucn excitement, and 


several times it Was thought the dogs had 
tre-d the animal. The woods arvund the 
park were echoing with the baying of the 
nounds and the shouts of the hunters. The 
hunters bore torches and made picturesque 
scenes. 

During the chase, one of the hounds, and 
the best in the pack. became lost and could 
not be found. The hotir was then late, 
and the hunters decided to give up the 
chase for the time being. 

Officer Lanford reported at the barracks 
after the hunt. He said he felt certain 
the animal was either @ panther or the 
largest wildcat that was ever seen. 

“[ asked a number of people about the 
animal,” he said, “and from what they 


not a half-grown panther, it is an immenge 
wildeat, and is just as dangerous, in my 
opinion, as a panther. We got on his irail 
and would have run him down if the leader 
among our dogs hadn't got lost. I fear the 
dog has been killed by the panther, for it 
was possible for him to have got into too 
close quarters, and it is not a hard natter 
for even a catamount to kil] a dog that 
rushes upon it. That animal, whatever it 
is, must be killed. That much protection is 
due the people in that part of the city. 
I will go out again Friday night with e 
larger pack of hounds and more men.” 

The people at the park are still alarmed 
about the appearance of the panther, as 
nearly all of them believe it to be, and tn 
spite of some effort to make light of the 
matter, there is not a person in that section 
of Atlanta but what wishes the ani. 
speedily killed. 

The thunt tomorrow night will be watched 
with interest, and it is prebable that a 
large party will join the officer and his 
posse.

The Commissioners Listen to a Num- 
ber of Addresses. 

Milwaukee, Wis., September 14.—The sec-. 
ond day’s session of the National Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Commissioners was 
devoted to the delivery of addresses by 
Hon. Emory MeClintock, of New York, 
actuary of the Mutual Life company, on 
“General Plans, -Reserves and Invest- 
ments,’ and Jacob T. Greene, of Hart- 
ford, Conn., on “Special Features, Divi- 
dends, Surrender Values,’’ etc., and an 
address by Judge W. 8. Nichols, of New 
York.

MILES TO GARCIA. 


Latest Reputed Action of the Cuban 
Government. 

Washington, September 14.—Secretary 
Gonzales Quesada, of the Cuban de.ega- 
tion, today gave out several documents re- 
lating to Cuban affairs. They include a 
letter written by General Miles while in 
Porto Rico to General Nunez, which Mr. 
Quesada regards as a tribute frem the 
commanding general of the American army 
to the good services of General Garcia and 
the Cubans at Santiago. The letter is as 
follows: 

“Ponce, Porto Rico, August 17, 1898. Gen- 
eral Emilo Nunez, Cuban Legation, Wash- 
ington—My Dear General: I have received 
your very interesting letter of Juiy 22d, 
and am glad to know that the expedition 
proved successful, and that the necessi- 
ties of General Gomez were relieved. 

“I beg to tender my condolence on the 
loss of your brother. 

“I congratulate you on the cessation of 
hostilities and the prospect of the suc- 
cessful termination vf the struggle of your 
countrymen for their liberties. 

“TI met General Garcia very pleasantly, 
but was 60 mucn occupied that I did not 
have time to talk with him as i wanted 
to do. After we had secured the surren- 
der of the Spanisn troops, 1 immediately 
went away, as I was anxious tO move on 
to Porto Rico as soon as possible, and 
was deepiy engaged in moving the trans- 
ports with troops to this piace. I deeply 
regretted not seeing more of General Gar- 
cia, as I wished to thank him again for 
the good service he and those under his 
command had rendered. Please send him 
a copy of this at your first opportunity. 

“Hoping to meet you personally again in 
the near future, I am, very truly yours, 

“NELSON A. MILES.”’ 

Mr. Quesada has received a proclama- 
tion of amnesty issued by the Cuban au- 
thorities. : 

Another proclamation received by Mr. 
Quesada was issued by Colonel “Morales, 
second in command of the Cubans in Ha- 
vana province. It says: 

“A great and prosperous nation, our sis- 
ter in republican ideas, has come to the 
help of Cuba, as France gave hep gen- 
erous support to that democracy during its 
struggle for independence. Let us salute 
under our flag of the lone star the flag 
of the stars and stripes, and let us despise 
those reports circulated against all truth 
and reason by our conquered enemy that 
the great republic is trying to take pos- 
session shamelessly of our free and inde- 
pendent Cuba. Let us continue and do 
not falfer in these movements in which 
the star begins to shine brightly. Let us 
cheer, soldiers of the army of liberation, 
for free and independent Cuba and for the 
great American republic.” 

Mr. Quesada says the amnesty proclama- 
tion shows how fully the Cuban authorities 
accept the suspension of military operations 
and’ the proclamation of Colonel Morales 
indicates that the Cuban commanders look 
forward to a free and independent Cuba 
without crediting Spanish reports of Amer- 
ican designs for annexing Cuba.

MAY BE READY NEXT MONDAY 


Commiussicners To Furnish It—About ; 


the Forfeitures—Jail Yari To B» 
Paved and a Wall Built. 


Yesterday morning a few hands were 
placed at work on the new jail again to 
make some changes suggested to the can- 
tractors by ‘Mr. Grant Wilkins, the archi- 
tect and superintendent of construction. 

Tuesday the contractors announced that 
as far as they were concerned the build- 


4 ing was completed and ready to be turn- 


ed over to the county. Mr. Grant Wilkins 
held a different opinion, and when he in- 
spected the jail yesterday morning he 
found several matters which needed the 
attention of workmen, and the contrac- 
tors agreed to do the work at once. 

The building is very large, next to the 
largest prison in the United States, and 


Mr. Wilkins is giving it a very close and 
minute inspection before turning it over 
to the county. These minor details may 
take two or three days, and by next Mon- 
day the jail will probably be accepted by 
the county commissioners, 

The furnishing of the jail will be the 
next matter for consideration, There will 
be office furniture, kitchen furniture and 
bedroom suits for the jailer and his as- 
sistants. All this may cost in the ueigabor- 
hood of $1,000 and a special meeting of the 
county board will have to be called for its 
consideration. 

There will be a forfeiture of $4,000, which 
the contractors have stipulated <o allow 
the county on account of delay of about 
260 days in finishing whe work. The coun- 
x commissioners will look into this maiter 
also. ‘ 

The jail yard is to be graded and paved 
and a jail wall must be built.

THE SEATING OF THE OVERPLUS OF 
children in the public schools is still 
an unsolved problem with the schovi ot- 
ficials and the board of education, 

Superintendent Slaton has had & con- 
ference with all principals of the 
schools, and efforts are being made to 
crowd in children somewhere every day. 
The superintendent has been successful in 
placing many of the white children, but 
with the cclored the overplus is so great 
it is probable a large number of the 
children will have to without their 
schooling for the present term unless equn- 
cil makes some special provision for them. 

There are at present 150 white children 
who have to be seated. At the beginning 
of the term the number was much larger. 
By good work, and partly on account of 
the disposition of the children to enter 
school in any district for a seat, a large 
number of the white children have been 
accommodated. It has been found in this 
predicament that children are willing to go 
to any sdhool, regardless of distance, to 


be seated. 

There are 3530 colored dhildren without 
seats, and it is probable they will be with 
out seats for many weeks to come. With 


the present facilities the schoo! officials 
say it is simply impossible to provide for 
al: Morning and afternoon schools are 
being held, and still all applicants cannvt 
be accOmmodated. In case the afternoon 
s¢ehcols were not held there would be over 
1,000 negro pupils who could not be pro- 
vided for. 

The suggestion of Councilman Stephens, 
chairman of the schoo] committee of coun- 
cll, that the city rent rooms or dwellings 
adjacent to the school buildings until the 
preseat crush is over, seems to be meeting 
with favor. 

The schoo] committee will meet at the 
cliy hali tomorrow afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
whea the plan of Councilman Stephens will 
be car@fully discussed. It is probable that 
some recommendation will be made to 
counc]! that an appropriation be made to 
solve the present problem. a 

This difficulty of finding seats for pupils 
has awakened the city officials to the ne- 
cessity of more school buildings. It is 
realized that if the city of Atlanta expects 
to educate its children it must have am- 
ple acccmmodations& te do jt. There is tit- 
tle doubt, therefore, that council wil! take 
some important steps in the matter in the 
near future.

An Effort Is Being Made to Tax Fur- 
niture Men Who Sell 
Pictures. 


THERE IS A LIVELY WAR ON BE- 
tween local picture frame dealers and 
furniture men. The trouble is the result 
of City License Inspector Hunter to coi- 
lect a special tax from the furniture deal- 
ers for selling pictures and picture frames. 

The local picture frame dealers have been 
kicking for some time on account of the 
large number of pictures being sold in 
nearly every furniture store in the city. 
They say it hurts their business, and that 
ae they pay a special tax for the privilege 
of carrying on their tradé in connection 
with no other business, they sheuld 
lye allowed to <Ope With other 
lines, by the city placing a tax 


jon al] furniture dealers who gell pictures. 
{ 


On the other hand, the furniture men claim 
they have a right to sel] pictures; that. it 
is a part of the furniture business. They 
extremely object to the movement to force 
them to pay a special] tax of $25 per annum 
on the picture frame business, and nave 
carried the figiht before the tax committee 
of the city council. 

This committee met in regular session 
in the city hall yesterday afteraovon. The 
furniture dealers were represented by Mr. 
W. A. Rhudy, and the picture frame men by 
Mr. Sam Walker. Te debate between 
these two was quite interesting, and proved 
that both sides are determined to win 
their point. 

Mr. Rbudy claimed that the stock of 
pictures ‘he carried would not amount tu 
$100, and that the chromos were mainly for 
the purpose of decorating his store. He 
did not make enough out of the business 
to pay the $25 tax, and would be forced to 
quit the picture frame business if he had 
to pay it. 

This is what Mr. Walker said he wanted 
Mr, Rhudy to do. He claimed that depart- 
ment stores were ruining trade, not only in 
Atlanta, but all over the country. He 
thought the furniture men should be taxed 
for-’the picture line just the same as the 
picture men, as they were injuring the 
picture business considerably. 

The law states that all dealers in pit- 
tures, whether connected with any other 
line of trade or not, shall be taxed $25 per 
annum. The tax cOmmittee manifested 
some disposition yesterday afternoon, how- 
ever, to draw a more equitable line, and 
held the matter over for further consid- 
eration until the next meeting of the 
committee.

Winter Quarters for Army Wanted in a 
Mild Climate. 


OFFICERS ARE SEEKING CAMPS 


Party To Meet in Huntsville Today 
and Begin Investigation. 


‘TWO BATTERIES ARE ORDERED SOUTH 


Will Encamp at Port Royal, S. C.—It 
Is Expected That Others Will 
Follow Very Soon. 


—_- 


IT IS NOW BELIEVED THAT THE 
general movement of troops from Montauk 
Point and other northern camps will begin 
in a few weeks. It is thought by army offi- 
cials in Atlanta that the war department 
will direct that the army be placed in 
winter quarters in the south, where the 
rigors of a northern winter will not have 
to be borne by the men. 

Already the search for camps throughout 
the south has been commenced and within 
a month the entire army may be scattered 
in the different states. Captain Dodds, 
judge advocate of the department of the 
gulf, was in the city yesterday, having 
been called from qa leave of absence to join 
a party of army officers seeking suitable 
locations in the south for the soldiers to 
camp. 

Captain Dodds left for Huntsville, Ala., 
yesterday afternoon, where he will join 
the party and the investigation for good 
locations will begin. It is not known 
whether or not any camps will be placed 
mear Atlanta. Considerable pressure has 
béen brought to bear on the war depart- 
ment to have the troops stationed here, 
or at least a part of them. 

The camp at Montauk, which is now 
the largest in the country, has been so 
severely roasted by all the army officers 
and men, a8 well as the visitors who have 
been there, that the administration has 
come to the conclusion to move it, and 
General Miles has already ordered an evac- 
uation. The expense of establishing and 
transporting the soldiers is very great and 
a well established camp for the army is 
earmestly desired by the administration. 

Already two batteries of heavy artillery 
have been ordered south. These are bat- 
teries A and B of the regular army. They 
wiil leave the Point at once and encamp 
at Port Royal, 8S. C. It is expected that 
more troops will come south soon and may 
camp athe same place, as it is considered 
a good location. 

Convalescents Leaving Post. 

The soldiers who remain at Fort Mc- 
Pherson are now rapidly getting away and 
in a short time very few will remain. 
Those leaving are largely convalescents and 
as fast as they are able to travel] are al- 
lowed to go to their homes. 

A number left yesterday. The force now 
at the post is very small compared to the 
number there a few weeks ago. The re- 
cruits for the Fifth infantry, Umited States 
army, remain and these are all the sol- 
diers not attached to the hospital that are 
stationed as a garrison.

Rates for cal] loans on the ex- 
change broke sharply to 24g per cent from 
a nigh point in the morning en small trans- 
actions of 4% per cent, A very active 
buying movement developed, which was in 
large part from professional traders who 
had gone short of the market on a convic- 
tion that money rates would hold firm for 
a time and that call money would be sub- 
ject to occasional flurries from the calling 
ef loans that would call out large liquida- 
tions of stocks. The course of the exchange 
market gave warning early in the day that 
relief was at hand for the money market in 
the form of gold imports. Posted rates were 
marked down %ec and actual rates fell ‘4c, 
the price for demand sterling reaching $4, 
which jis easNy within the gold import 
point. The market during the earlier part 
of the day was largely confined to the spe- 
cialties.

Prime’s Weekly Summary. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, September 10, 1898.—I wrote you 
just one week ago today when the aver- 
age temperature of the country over the 
entire length and breadth of the land was 
100 degrees. 

Today the week closes up abnormally cool 
over the entire winter wheat and corn 
belts, and this morning the wires tel] us 
of killing frost in the lake region and the 
northwest. : 

Of course the next forty-eight hours will 
be fraught with more or less danger to the 
corn crop. 

The intense heat of a week ago pushed 
corn along very rapidly, and we today 
have a smal] percentage of the early cern 
out of the way of the frost, but that is so 
small that it is hardly worth reporting. 
Still these are facts that go to make up the 
history of a crop season. 

There is a much jJarger proportion of the 


corn, and I do not look to see this curn 
mature until the Ist of October. We nave 
not had for years a corn crop so Ccifficult 
to follow as the corn crop of 1898. It was 
planted all the way form the first of April 
unti] the first of July, and that makes it 
difficult to follow it as a, whole, wi.ereas 
this season we have to keep looking after 
it in limited areas. 

As we approach the end of the corn sea- 
son estimates rather decrease than increase, 
and I think at the best the country will 
have to handle a very uneven crop both 
in quantity and quality. 

Taere is some wheat still uncut ‘n the 
spring wheat areas, and about 25 per cent 
cent of the crop is still unthrashed. The 
yield per acre will average about fifteen 
bushels. The movement the present week 
has been large, and [ think it will con- 
tinue in the same lines during September 
and October. Still farmers contend that 
they are in good condition to hold the 
wheat and will not dispose of it unti] the 
markets are better than they are now. 

The seeding of winter wheat has com- 
menced, but only small areas have yet been 
put in. The month of August proved to be 
an ideal month for plowing and preparing 
the ground. The winter wheat belt at 
present is a little dry, and this will have 
the tendency to prevent seeding being push- 


is all plowed and ready the great work 
of putting in the crop for 189% will not be 
vigorously pushed until about the 20th of 
September. There’ jis no comparison with 
the season of 1897 and 1898. We had all we 
could do to get the ground plowed and the 
crop sown before the ground froze up. Ev- 
erything favors this autumn a good acre- 
age. 

‘The movement of grain the present week 
has not been large except spring wheat. 
The receipts of corn have fallen oft very 
decidedly, which indicates that farmers 
wil] not sell their reserves of corn until 
the crop, which is now maturing, is all 
safely housed, and we know something 
more about it than we do at the present 
time. 

The delightful change {co cool weather is 
stimulating travel on our railroads. Our 
city is filling up with strangers who are 
here for autumn purchases. There is no 
complaint from any lines of trade of dis- 
appointment. On the contrary, waolesale 
houses are well satiefied with the results 
so far of their September business. I would 
dislike very much to see an early frost. 

‘hile that might advance prices of corn, 
anil. on the other hand, it means a great 
loss to the afrmer who makes 60 much cal-

on Child Studv for Motbers | 


A large gathering of Athanta’s represen- 
tative women were present at the Atlanta 
Woman's Club yesterday afternoon to meet 
Mrs. Theodore Birney, president of the 
National Congress of Mothers. There were 
sresent, besides the regular club members, 
familiar with the principles of Mra. .Bir- 
ey’s organization, a number not club 
memners, but Interested tr. ehild life. 
There were a few perhaps who came ex- 
pecting to hear some new theorles advanc- 
@, that might be humorously discussed 
giterwards; there were mothers present 
eonfident that nobody could tell them any- 
thing they didn’t know about children, but 
there wag only one woman present who 
openely acknowledged she knew she had 
Made some mistakes in rearing her chil- 
@ren and she would like to find out if pos- 
sible where the trouble lay, she she could 
remedy matters in regard to her grand- 
thildren. She seemed to censure herself 
because, as she expressed it, “she always 


hated to ‘spank’ the children as much as 


they deserved,” and she seemed a trifle 
disappointed when she heard that old- 
fashioned method was by no means always 
necessary. 

There were anxious, important looking 
young mothers present, who could scarce- 
ly have more tham one small hopeful apiece 
and yet they seemed to feel the. responsi- 
bility of the “future citizenship’ of these 
“only birds,’’ sufficiently to want to know
